one rat to each person, $167,000,000 are 
lost annually by the depredations of 
this pest. 
Rats begin to bear young when three 
months old. 
They will litter about 
six tim es a year and bear from 6 to 12 
at a litter. This remarkable fecundity, 
together with the fact that they aro 
nocturnal in their habits and live in 
hidden holes, accounts for the large 
rat population and emphasizes the dif­ 
ficulty of destruction on a wholesale 
scale.

—that 20,000 or 30.000 little ones are
